ed here. 


On the other hand, the few cri- 


tici owe the directors and the 
working committees support and 
allegiance. It has been said that 
harnessing the efforts and atten- 
tion of businessmen to a common 
goal is a frustrating task. Thus 
most chamber of commerce secre- 
taries must b« combination work- 
horses and state department diplo- 
mats.

Rhee today set an April deadline 
for the peaceful unification of Ko- 
rea and warned that "We will not 
sit back and wait until we are sold 
out."

warning.

Rhee told a netys conference that 


180 days after thi start of prelimi 
nary Korea peace talks last Oct, 
26 South Korea will be "free to take 
our own action—good, bad or in- 
different." 


This would make the deadline 


April 23. 


Rhee reiterated the 180-day warn 


ing three times during the news 
conference. But six hours later Dr. 
Karl Hong tKi, official government 
spokesman, said the President "did 
not set a definite deadline of April 
26 for Korean unification. 


Rhee said that "even if a peace 


conference convenes "I do not ex- 
pect any great achievement." 


Asked about the possibility that 


no conference will be held, the 
ROK President replied: 


"I think that would automatically 


relieve my government of the obli- 
gation for waiting. 


Rhee said he would give Allied 


and Communist diplomats another 
month to "settle the time and place 
or a political peace conference." 
"I could settle it in three days," 


he added. 


"Then the political conference 


should begin right away—give it 
90 days, that's 180 days in all. After 
hat, something must be done.

When the old kitchen linoleum

ings. 


If you want to put a more deco-

No one type of 
haid-surfaced flooring will suit all 
needs.

How Strong Are We? 


As a new year begins, it is the part of wisdom for a na- 


tion, like a business, to review its assets and its liabilities. 


On the credit side, the United States has an unrivaled 


standard of living. Our men and women enjoy wages and 
working conditions superior to those existing anywhere else. 
The tide of goods and services that flows endlessly along the 
American production and distribution line staggers the 
imagination. Materially speaking, business, agriculture and 
labor are doing well. 


We have a political system which comes as close to being 


responsive to the wishes of the people as any one can con- 
ceive of. In the last presidential election the people removed 
from power a party which had been in control for 20 years 
and put another in its place. In some future election the 
party now in power will be replaced. But no heads roll; no 
purges are held; the losers are not liquidated. All are free 
to air their views. 


We are no longer actually at war, unsatisfactory as the 


Korean situation is. If recent reports are correct, our mili- 
tary strength and that of Western Europe have shown re- 
markable improvement. The chance of another world war 
is less than it was.

So much for the credit side of the ledger. What of the 


debits? 


The most disheartening domestic development of re- 


cent times has been the growing dependence of millions of 
people on government, mainly the federal government, to 
provide services and benefits that, if a free system is to be 
preserved, must remain the responsibility of the individual 
and the family group. There has been a blind seeking for a 
kind of cradle-to-the-grave security whose end, in the sweep 
of history, has always been the sapping of moral fiber and 
spiritual values and ultimate slavery. 
The most obvious 


manifestations of super-government are crushing taxes and 
mpunting national debts, and the inevitable undermining of 
economic and political freedoms. 


Another phase of the debit side is found in the long 


strides that have been made in either socializing outright 
American enterprises and resources, or in subjecting them 
to so much government dictation and control that socializa- 
tion comes ever nearer. And socialism, historically, is but 
the forerunner of communism or some similar system of gov- 
ernment by oppression and terror.

It is true that our present government is pledged to re- 


verse this deadly process. It is true that some heartening 
steps in that direction have been made. It is equally true that 
the forces that would destroy our free system and replace 
it with a very different kind of system are still awaiting their 
chance.

As a matter of self preservation we must put the wel- 


fare of the nation first in considering important national 
issues, because our jobs, our businesses, our farms and our 
liberties depend upon the perpetuation of a strong nation of 
self-governing people.

What the decision will be depends entirely upon our 


moral strength. Will we welcome policies and programs that 
are in accord with the philosophy of maximum freedom for 
all—and will we accept the temporary financial dislocations 
that such policies and programs may create? It will not be 
easy to end the era of do-all, give-all governments. But, if 
the traditions and ideals to which we all pay lip service, and 
which have made us great and strong are to be preserved it 
is as necessary as the air we breathe.

American people will have what it takes to maintain them-

The firm, of course, is Carson Pirie 
Scott & Co., still owned and operated by the families of the 
men who founded it 100 years ago.

Amboy was the Northern Division 
Headquarters of the Illinois Central 
Railroad, which was pushing its 
main line from heavily settled 
southern Illinois to what looked like 
the leading Illinois city of the fu- 
ture, the boom mining town of

land where Carson married his 
sweetheart, Elisabeth Pirie, his 
partner's sister.

United States, the two brothers im- 
mediately came west.

The American panic of 1857, 


brought on by the end of the Crim- 
ean War. hit the company, but it 
rallied and again prospered. When 
Illinois farmers could not pay their 
debts because of the panic, the 
firm went on a "cash only" basis. 
Daily sales dropped from $100 
to $12. 


After the panic, the company his- 


tory says, "Customers had not re- 
sented the Carson & Pirie policy, 
but recognized it as good business 
—they knew that hard times de- 
mand harsh measures." 


Yet, in spite of the panic 


the company expanded, opening 
branches in Mendota and Ga- 
lena 
in 1857. Another 
store 


opened in Polo in 1858. A fifth 
store was established in Sterling 
In 1859. (Company officials say 
it has not been definitely deter- 
mined whether the Sterling store 
was operated by the firm, or the 
Scott alone.)

issued

employe's handbool 


which included the following rules 


"Store must be open from ( 


a. m. to 9 p. m. the year round. 


"Store must be swept; counters 


base shelves and showcases dusted 
lamps trimmed, filled and chim 
neys cleaned; pens made; doors 
and windows opened; a pail o: 
water, also a bucket of coal brougfr 
in before breakfast if there is time 
to do so and attend to customers 
who call. 


"Store must not be opened on 


the Sabbath day unless necessary, 
and then only for a few minutes. 


"The employee who is in the 


habit of smoking Spanish cigars, 
being shaved at the barber's, go- 
ing to dances and other places of 
amusement will surely give his em- 
ployer reasons to be suspicious ol 
his integrity and honesty. 


"Each employee must not pay 


less than $5 per year to the church 
and must attend Sunday School 
regularly, 


"Men employees are given one 


evening a week for courting and 
two if they go to the prayer meet- 
ing. 


During the yeara before and dur- 


ing the Civil War, it was obvious 
that Chicago, with its great facili- 
ties for trade and transportation, 
held a shining destiny in the Mid- 
west, and in 1864 Carson Pirie Scott 
opened its first Chicago store to 
tell dry goods at wholesale. 


The Amboy store burned in 18«4; 


the company opened a Chicago re- 
tail store in 1867, and by IMS all 
other retail stores were closed, thus 
ending the firm's history in north- 
central Dlinoli.

Editorials 


How Strong Are We? 


As a new year begins, it is the part of wisdom for a na- 


tion, like a business, to review its assets and its liabilities. 


On the credit side, the United States has an unrivaled 


standard of living. Our men and women enjoy wages and 
working conditions superior to those existing anywhere else. 
The tide of goods and services that flows endlessly along the 
American production and distribution line staggers the 
imagination. Materially speaking, business, agriculture and 
labor are doing well. 


We have a political system which comes as close to being 


responsive to the wishes of the people as any one can con- 
ceive of. In the last presidential election the people removed 
from power a party which had been in control for 20 years 
and put another in its place. In some future election the 
party now in power will be replaced. But no heads roll; no 
purges are held; the losers are not liquidated. All are free 
to air their views. 


We are no longer actually at war, unsatisfactory as the 


Korean situation is. If recent reports are correct, our mili- 
tary strength and that of^ Western Europe have shown re- 
markable improvement. 
is less than it was. 


The chance of another world war 


So much for the credit side of the ledger. What of the 


debits? 


The most disheartening domestic development of re- 


cent times has been the growing dependence of millions of 
people on government, mainly the federal government, to 
provide services and benefits that, if a free system is to be 
preserved, must remain the responsibility of the individual 
and the family group. There has been a blind seeking for a 
kind of cradle-to-the-grave security whose end, in the sweep 
of history, has always been the sapping of moral fiber and 
spiritual values and ultimate slavery. 
The most obvious 


manifestations of super-government are crushing taxes and 
mpunting national debts, and the inevitable undermining of 
economic and political freedoms. 


Another phase of the debit side is found in the long 


strides that have been made in either socializing outright 
American enterprises and resources, or in subjecting them 
to so much government dictation and control that socializa- 
tion comes ever nearer. And socialism, historically, is but 
the forerunner of communism or some similar system of gov- 
ernment by oppression and terror. 
• 
* * 


It is true that our present government is pledged to re- 
verse this deadly process. It is true that some heartening 
steps in that direction have been made. It is equally true that 
the forces that would destroy our free system and replace 
it with a very different kind of system are still awaiting their 
chance. 


As a matter of self preservation we must put the wel- 


fare of the nation first in. considering important national 
issues, because our jobs, our businesses, our farms and our 
liberties depend upon the perpetuation of a strong nation of 
self-governing people. 


What the decision will be depends entirely upon our 


moral strength. Will we welcome policies and programs that 
are in accord with the philosophy of maximum freedom for 
all—and will we accept the temporary financial dislocations 
that such policies and programs may create? It will not be 
easy -to end the era of do-all, give-all governments. But, if 
the traditions and ideals to which we all pay lip service, and 
which have made us great and strong are to be preserved, it 
is as necessary as the air we breathe. 


Nineteen fifty-four will be a year to test whether the 


American people will have what it takes to maintain them- 
selves as independent individuals.

Carson Pirie Scott... Early Days in Amboy... Stores in Polo, Sterling, Meiidota... On to Chicago

One of the great merchandising companies of the nation 


is celebrating^the 100th anniversary of its founding. 


In 1854 Samuel Carson and John T. Pirie became part- 


ners in a firm-which was destined to experience its growing 
pains in Amboy, and reach its full maturity in the Midwest's 
metropolis, Chicago. The firm, of course, is Carson Pirie 
Scott & Co., still owned and operated by the families of the 
men who founded it 100 years ago.

In those days Illinois was just 


beginning to test its strength. The 
Indians had been pushed from the 
state only 20 years earlier. Im- 
proved transportation was pouring 
new settlers into the country and 
drawing the products of the rich 
soil to the eastern markets. 


The Illinois Central Railroad was 


building its main line from Peru, 
LaSalle, Amboy and Dixon north- 
west to the boom town of Galena. 


Located at the crossing of the 


Illinois river and the Illinois Cen- 
tral, the LaSalle-Peru vicinity 
impressed the young merchants 
as a good spot to go into busi- 
ness for themselves. 


In 1854 the firm of Carson and 


Pirie opened the doors of its 
temporary quarters in LaSalle, 
and invited the public to inspect 
a stock \alued at $1,300. The 
first day's sales totaled $28. 
However, LaSalle was a tem- 


porary location, and while Pine 
tended the store, Carson traveled 
throughout northern Illinois seek- 
ng the best possible place to es-

A history of the company relates. 
He (Caison) came to Amboy, a
